Fr. Aloysius Van der Eerden, S. J., who 
died Saturday afternoon at St. Louis Uni- 
versity, was a Jesuit missionary for a 
Quarter of a century. 

Although the mental strain and physical 
fatigue incident’to the work of the missions 
wears the average man out in less than ten 
years, he stuck to his post to his sixty- 
second year, a few s before his deat 

Three weeks ago he eft St. Louis in the 
best of health and spirits to visit Wis- 
consin.

end was a presentiment he told of on 
the last night of the mission, that 8 
end was near at hand.

The safe is 5 feet high, 37% feet wide and 2% feet deep, with two sets of heavy 
double doors, and stands against a wall near the center of the first floor. It is in 
plain view from the rear, but fairly well concealed from the front.

floor, walked, down a stairway to the first floor and went to work on the safe. 

With the noise of their tools deadened by the coat and towel, they set their 
come-along’ and tore off the combination knob. In the hole they placed a suffi- 
cient quantity Of nitroglycerine to force the lock which held the double outer doors 
without breaking them from their hinges. Then they inserted more of the — 
sive in the keyhole of the inner doors and blew out the lock.

Phe: by Grant's private secretary, 
Gen. O. E. Babcock, who signed himself 

“aid-de-camp to the President,“ although 
no such office was known to law. 

Mr. Roosevelt utilized the services of 
Commander A. C. Dillingham of the United 
States navy in negotiating the protocol of 
1965. 

President Grant promised “privately” to 
use all his influence to make the annexa- 
tion of Santo Domingo so popular that 
Congress would have to accept the terri- 
tory. 

President Roosevelt ite intended to 

proceed with his fiscal protectorate with- 
out troubling Congress. 
Grant sent Babcock back to Santo Do- 
mingo to negotiate a formal treaty of an- 
nexation and a treaty for the lease of Sa- 
mana Bay. Thfee warships accompanied 
him. 

Roosevelt sent three warships to take 
possession of the Monte Cristo custom 
house under the arbitration award of July 
14, 19094, and the Dominican authorities were 
warned that they would be held responsi- 
ble for any interference. 

Grant guaranteed Santo Domingo against 
foreign interfet ence until the treaties were 

adopted. 

Roosevelt undertook to guarantee the re- 
public’s debts and its territorial integrity 
and to protect it from foreign interference. 

Grant declared that if the United States 
did not annex Santo Domingo and take 
over Samana Bay, a free port will be 
negotiated for by European nations in the 
Bay of Samana, a large commercial city 
will spring up, to which we shall be trib- 
utary without receiving corresponding ben- 
efits, and then will be seen the folly of 
rejecting so large a prize.“ 

Thirty-five years have passed, but no 
European flag waves over the Bay of 
Samana. 

Roosevelt bases his action on the ground 
that if the United States does not assume 
its ‘‘responsibilities’’ European nations may 
interfere in Santo Domingo and imperil the 
Monroe doctrine. Is there a more substan- 
tial basis to his fears than there was to 
Grant's? 

The United States is collecting customs 
in Santo Domingo under an arbitration 
award made last July. This arbitration 
agreement was never submitted to the 
Senate. Warships have taken possession 
of the port of Monte Cristo, and the af- 
fairs of that port are now administered 
by a naval officer, Lieutenant-Commander 
Leiper. 

Grant’s rather moderate employment of 

the navy in Santo Domingo was described 
in the Senate as “a usurpation of power“ 
and ag unauthorized violence “proceeding 
directly from that kingly prerogative 
Which is disowned by the constitution of 
the United States.“ 
Yet in Roosevelt's day the navy is usual- 
ly under forced draft, trying to keep up 
with the “big stick,“ and Congress seems 
in no wise disturbed by this executive usur- 
pation of war powers. 

Gen. Grant was a very popular man. But 
under the influence of the personal gov- 
ernment which he imposed upon the coun- 
try, there came a lamentable decline in 
popular respect for the constitution, which 
has continued ever since. 

Mr. Roosevelt is also a very popular 
man. His hold upon Congress is stronger 
even than was that of the hero of Appo- 
mattox. What will be the effect upon 
constitutional procedure of the unfortu- 
nate precedents that he is establishing? 
Must they not still further strengthen the 
movement toward centralization and weak- 
en the constitutional barriers that were 
erected against absolutism? 

Santo Domingo seems to be a veritable 
pitfall of imperialism for the United 
States.
